Baked Chocolate Pudding 

Spinach is now-one of, the most 
popular and most available. of, ‘all 
.Breens in the markets, Very care- 
ful cleaning is required to free it 
from grit. Cut off the roots to se- 
parate the leaves and put through 

. 

a number of waters, removing wilt- 
ed or discoloured leaves. Use en- 
ough water’ to float the spinach so 
that the sand will free itself and 
sink to the bottom, Cook in a 
steamer until tender. Be specially 
careful not to overcook, spinach, as 
prolonged cooking makes it dark 
coloured, strong in flavour and un- 
pleasantly soft. Chop when done, 
and season with butter, salt and 
Pepper. : 
Devilled ‘Shrimps. 

Sprinkle- shrimps with lemon 
juice, salt and cayenne pepper and 
let stand for 15 minutes. Roll in, 
flour, dip in slightly beaten egg and 
roll in fine crumbs. .. Fry in deep. 
fat and decorated with 8 spray of 
parsley. 

Baked Stuffed Cucumber. 

3 cucumbers, 1 cup stale bread 
serve on rounds vy buttered toasts 
crumbs 1 tablespuun minced onion, 
1 teaspoon minced parsley, ¥% tea- 
spoon celery salt, %4 teaspoon pa- 
prika, 2: slices diced bacon, 4% cup 
tomato puree, and % cup stock. 

Peel the éucumbers, cut them 
lengthwise into halves and scoop. 
out the centres: Blend all the 
other ingredients except the-stock, 
fill the cavities with the mixture 
and place clése together in a bak- 
Ing pal 

Pour the stock afound and bake 
in a moderate oven for half an 
hour, basting oceagtunally with the 
liquid. , . 

Baked Chocolate, Pudding. 

1 pint milk, 3: oz, brown bread- 
crumbs, 2 oz, sugar, 2 oz. chocolate 
pod powder, 8 eggs, Boil milk and 
add chocolate powder, bread-crumbs 
und-sugar.
